¥ Held for Court.

Amos Albright, Frank Blair and Thomas

were held to answer at court. Arment en-
tered bail, and in default of bail Albright
and Blair were eommitted.

A DRUNKEN FIGHT.

Both Combatants Badly Huri—Complain
of Felonlous Assauit and Battery.

Yesterday afternoon about 5 o'clock a
desperate fizht took place between Thomas
Shields, alias Cassidy, and John Lemon, at
Ziegler's tavern, on East King street, near
Middle. The men are “tramps’ and
as pearly as we can ascertain the
facts they are as follows : Shields and
his wife entered the tavern, and called
for beer, which they drank, and then sat
down by the stove. They got into conver-
sation with Lemon, aud after talking for
some time the men became noisy and began
a quarrel. Ziegler interferred and put
Lemon cut of the room. In a short time
he came in again, made up with Shields,
and the two took a glass of beer together.
The quarrel was soon renewed, and Ziegler
then put both the men into the yard, say-
ing he would have no quarreling in his
house. They again entered the bar-room
fighting, Lemon having a pocket knife in
his hand, with which he cut Shields across
the face and stabbed him two or three
times. Covered with blood Shields made
his way to the station house, where his
wounds were dressed by Dr. J. A. Fitz-
patrick. The doetor found that he was
cut on the left side of the head, a deep
gash extending from above and behind the
ear and below the angle of the jaw. He
was also stabbed between the seventh and
eighth ribs, about an inch below the heart.
There was another stab just below the
shoulder-blade and still another about two
inches below. After Shields’s wounds had
been dressed and the blood washed from
his face amd body, he was placed (in a very
exhausted condition ) in a cell in the lock-
up. About 8 o’clock it was ascertained
that he had removed the bandage and torn
open the wound in his side, and rup-
tured the intercostal artery and
that he was again weltering in his own
blood. Dr. Fitzpatrick was again called,
checked the hemorrhage and gave Shields
the necessary attention.

Not long after the fight Lemon appeared
at Dr. Sensenigs, East Orange street, with
his head and face pounded almost toa
jelly and the small bone of his forearm
broken near the wrist. The doctor sus-
pecting that there had been a drunken
fight sent word to police head-quarters,
and Officer Leman was dispatched to
arrest Lemon. Ie was taken to the station
house, his arm was temporarily dressed,
and he was locked up.
When arrested both men declared they
did not know who hurt them; and even
after close cross-questioning they scemed
very loth to ¢ give each other away.”
This morning, however, Shields made
complaint against Lemon, charging him
with assanlt and battery with intent to
kill; and then Lemon made a similar com-
plaint against Shields. Alderman Me-
Conomy was sent for and went to the sta-
tion house to take the complaints.
This morning both men were arraigned
before the mayor for drunken and disor-
derly conduet. It was shown that they
had drank nothing at Ziegler's except two
glasses of beer, but that a bottle half-full
of whisky was found in possession of
Shields. The mayor committed both
Shields and Lemon for 30 days each, and
Shields’s wife, Julia, for 20 days.

Other Disorderlies.

Mayor MacGonigle had before him this
morning a number of other disorderlies and
committed them to the county prison—
James Kelly for 30 days, and John Smith,
Michael Gorman, George Burke and Barn-
ey Demsey for 10 days each.

It
begueaths to St. John's P, E. church, this
city, 300 ; to his brother Redmond Conyng-
bam and his sister Sarah Conyngham,
each 2350 annually, or so much thereof as
maty be necessary for their comfortable
maintenance, in addition to the sums be-
queathed fer that purpose by their mother ;
to Adam K. Witmer and Ellen Franklin,
$100 each as a token of esteem. All the
rest of the estate, real and personal, is be-
queathed to Adam K. Witmer, of Para-
dise township, in trust, for the use of his
brother David Conyngham, daring his life,
the rents and profits of the real estate to Le
received by the trustee and applied in an-
nual payments to his brother’s use. The
personal estate is to be invested in real
securities or government stocks as the
court of common pleas shall approve, the
annual income to be applied to his
brother’'s use. On the decease of his
brother David the 1eal and personal prop-
erty is to be divided equally among his
children. In case ot the death of his
brother Redmond or sister Sarah the
sums appropriated for their maintenaunce
shall fall into the residue of the estate and
be distributed according to above diree-
tions. Adam K. Witmer and Emlen
Franklin are appointed executors of the
will.

FPOLITICAL DEBATE INTHEHOUSE.

Garfield and Burrows Attack the Democrats,
and are Answered by McMahon and War-
ner.

WasaixeToN, March 17.—In the House
to-day Mr. Garfield (Ohio) ecriticised
severely the purpose of the Democratic
party to refuse to appropriate for special
deputy marshals, but appealed in conclusion
to the Democrats to prevent the disasters
which their party leaders were bringing
upon the country, and expressed his belief
that such a vote would be had on this bill
as would set at rest the poor dregs of
the extra session.

The discussion was continued by Mr.
Burrows, of Michigan, who declared his
conviction that the purpose of the Demo-
cratic party was to steal the mnext presi-
dency, to whichk Mr. Springer(Ill.) retorted
by charging the Republican party with
stealing two or three states in the last
presidential election.

Mr. McMahon replied to Messrs. Gar-
field & Burrows, and then Mr. Warner
(Ohio) took the floor. At the conclusion
of Warner's speech general debate was
closed and the bill was read by sections.

Loxpox, March 19.—At a meeting of the
National Land League, in Dublin, yester-
day, a letter from Mr. Charles S. Parnell
was received, dated Des Moines, Iowa,
March 1st, in which he says: “The
general verdict of American opin-
ions throughout the Union is over-
whelmingly in favor of a radieal
change in the Irish land system. We shall
leave behind us in America a permanent
organization in connection with the Land
League and prepared to support it finanei-
ally and morally to any extent we may re-
quire, as such an awakening has come
upon our exiled countrymen here as is im-
possible for those who have not witnessed
it to imagine."”

The Lancaster Surrender.
Philadelphia Times.

The Republican managers of Lancaster
have called a halt upon themselves in
obedience to a popular demand that had
got quite too loud for comfort. The coun-
ty committee met yesterday, and, finding
that it would smash many more heads to
be knocked down that to sit down, there
wallentire unanimity in a formal recom-
mendation for a popular vote onthe presi-
dency on the 22d of May ; on delegates to
the national convention, and on the mnext
United States senator. This is a liberal
concession of the ornamental part of poli-
ties to the people; but what will be
the *“dem total?” The Harris-
burg convention has already elec-
ted the delegates to Chicago and
they are known to be for Grant if Senator
Cameron shall want them for Grant, It is
morally certain that the Republicans of
Lancaster will give an overwhelming
majority for Blaine, hardly less that four
or five to oune, and it is in no degree doubt-
ful that they will not ratify the delegates
already chosen for Lancaster to go to the
national convention. What then? The
Eraminer tells the story of the practical
result when it sneers at allowing the
people to elect ‘‘curb-stone delegates to
Chicago.”’

This action may, however, present a
graver issue for the national convention
than is now anticipated. The election of
new delegates by a vote of two-thirds or
more and popular instructinns of a decided
character in favor of Blaine, coming from
the Republican Gibraltar of the interior,
will speak trumpet-tongued against
the attempt to force the nomination of
Grant by systematic defiance of the wishes
of the party. Unless a local candidate
shall be thrown into the senatorial contest
Mr. Grow will be likely to bear off
the senatorial laurels, whatever they
may be worth. Secretary Quay having
given notice that he isn’t a candidate just
yet, he will escape the tempest that a few
desperate mawagers have provked. The
position of the great mass of the Republi-
cans of Lancaster is like the man who sold
his pipe of wine at a fabulous price on
credit. He never expected to get the
money, but he said that it looked well on
the books. The machine boys have got
away with the wine, and they are now
content that the party shall make the ac-
count figure on the books to exhibit the
most magnificent profits.
